6.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  (1)  Trus- 
tee of  the  Robinson  Fund  for  the  term  of  seven  (7) 
years. 

7.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  (1)  Trus- 
tee of  the  Trust  Funds  held  by  the  Town  of  Exeter 
for  the  term  of  three  (3)  years. 

8.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  (1)  Trus-

Development  of 
this  land  to  be  the  responsibility  of  the  Recreation 
Commission.

years,  and  for  this  purpose  to  raise  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding $35,000.00  by  issue  of  serial  notes  or  bonds

26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  one  (1) 
1,000  g.p.m.  American  LaFrance  pumper  on  an 
International  Fire  Truck  chassis  for  a  sum  not  to 
exceed  $21,500  of  which  $18,500  is  to  be  paid  from 
the  Fire  Department  Capital  Reserve  Fund  and  the 
remaining  $3,000  of  such  sum  to  be  raised  by  the 
issuance  of  serial  notes  or  bonds  under  and  in  com- 
pliance with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance 
Act  (N.H.  RSA  33)  and  any  amendments  thereto, 
and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  issue  and  negoti- 
ate such  notes  or  bonds,  the  discretion  of  fixing 
the  dates,  maturities,  denominations,  the  interest  or 
discount  rate,  place  of  payment,  form  and  other  de- 
tails of  said  notes  or  bonds  and  of  providing  for 
the  sale  thereof  to  be  delegated  to  the  Selectmen  as 
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shall  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town,  and  to 
pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  the  applica- 
tion by  the  housing-  authority  of  the  Town  to  the 
federal  government  for  a  preliminary  loan  and  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  enter  into  a  Cooperation 
Agreement  with  the  housing  authority,  by  adopting 
the  following  resolution: 

Be  It  Resolved  by  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of 
Exeter  that  there  exists  in  the  Town  a  need  for  low- 
rent  housing  at  rents  within  the  means  of  persons 
and  families  of  low  income  as  defined  in  the  United 
States  Housing  Act  of  1937,  as  amended  which  need 
is  not  being  adequately  met  by  private  enterprise; 
that  the  application  of  the  housing  authority  of  the 
Town  to  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  De- 
velopment, Housing  Assistance  Administration,  for 
a  preliminary  loan  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  Forty 
Thousand  Dollars  ($40,000.00)  for  surveys  and  plan- 
ning in  connection  with  low-rent  housing  projects  of 
not  to  exceed  approximately  One  Hundred  (100) 
dwelling  units  be  and  hereby  is  approved;  and  the 
Selectmen  are  authorized  to  execute,  on  behalf  of 
the  Town,  an  agreement  with  the  housing  authority 
providing  for  the  local  cooperation  required  by  the 
Housing  Assistance  Administration  pursuant  to  the 
United  States  Housing  Act  of  1937,  as  amended, 
and  to  act  in  any  manner  relating  thereto. 

28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following 
resolution : 

WHEREAS,  under  the  provisions  of  Section  23  of 
the  United  States  Housing  Act  of  1937,  as  amended, 
the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment is  authorized  to  provide  financial  assistance  to 
local  public  housing  agencies  in  providing  low-rent 
housing  by  leasing  dwelling  units  in  existing  pri- 
vately-owned structures;  and 

WHEREAS,  said  Section  23  provides  that  the  pro- 
visions thereof  shall  not  apply  to  any  locality  unless 
the  governing  body  of  the  locality  has  by  resolution 
approved  the  application  of  such  provisions  to  such 
locality.

Town  Meeting  of  May  24,  1966,  and  as  subsequently 
amended. 

30.  On  petition  of  Paul  S.  LaPerle  and  ten  others  to 
see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  revoke  the  creation  of 
the  Planning  Board  as  heretofore  created  at  the 
annual  Town  Meeting  of  March  9,  1965. 

31.  On  petition  of  Richard  I.  LaPerle  and  211  others  to 
see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  229,  Acts  of  the  New  Hampshire  Legisla- 
ture 1965,  an  act  entitled  "An  Act  to  Establish  the 
City  of  Exeter." 

32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  and  em- 
power the  Planning  Board  to  approve  or  disapprove, 
in  its  discretion,  plats  showing  streets,  or  the  wid- 
ening thereof,  or  parks ;  as  provided  by  New  Hamp- 
shire RSA  36:19. 

33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  construct  a  central 
by-pass  through  the  Town  of  Exeter  as  proposed  by 
the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Public  Works 
Transportation  Study  for  the  Town  of  Exeter,  and 
for  that  purpose,  to  raise  the  amount  of  $700,000.00 
by  the  issuance  of  serial  notes  or  bonds  under  and 
in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal 
Finance  Act  (N.H.  RSA  33)  and  any  amendments 
thereto,  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  issue  and 
negotiate  such  notes  or  bonds,  the  discretion  of  fix- 
ing the  dates,  maturities,  denominations,  the  interest 
or  discount  rate,  place  of  payment,  form  and  other 
details  of  said  notes  or  bonds  and  of  providing  for 
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the  sale  thereof  to  be  delegated  to  the  Selectmen 
as  shall  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town,  and  to 
pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

34.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  implement  the  traffic 
plan  proposed  for  the  Town  by  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  Department  of  Public  Works,  Traffic  Di- 
vision, implementation  to  be  accomplished  within 
a  four  (4)  year  period,  the  cost  of  which  is  not  to 
exceed  $25,000.00  in  any  one  of  the  four  years,  and 
to  raise  and  appropriate  not  more  than  $25,000.00 
for  the  first  year's  expense  in  connection  therewith. 
Total  cost  of  complete  plan  not  to  exceed  $52,000.00. 
This  plan  does  not  include  the  proposed  new  by-pass 
route. 

35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  its  repre- 
sentatives to  the  General  Court  to  seek  legislation 
to  allow  the  Town  of  Exeter  to  vote  on  all  warrant 
articles  involving  or  likely  to  involve  the  appropria- 
tion of  $1,500.00  or  more  by  including  such  articles 
on  the  official  ballot,  in  lieu  of  discussing  each  such 
article  and  voting  thereon  from  the  floor  at  the  An- 
nual  Town  Meeting  for  the  year  in  which  such  leg- 
islation is  enacted  and  for  each  year  thereafter. 

36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  include  its  officers 
and  employees  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Re- 
tirement System  by  adopting  the  following  resolu- 
tion: 

Be  It  Resolved:  That  the  Town  of  Exeter  will  elect 
to  approve  of  the  inclusion  of  its  officers  and  em- 
ployees in  the  New  Hampshire  Retirement  System 
of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  which  system  is 
provided  for  by  RSA  100-A  (supp.),  for  the  em- 
ployees of  the  Town  of  Exeter  in  accordance  with 
Chapter  134  RSA  to  be  effective  January  1,  1970. 

37.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor,  for 
repairing   highways,    for   repairing   and    building 
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bridges,  for  repairing  and  building  sidewalks,  for 
building  drains  and  sewers,  for  oiling  streets,  for 
payment  of  the  Town  debt,  for  lighting  streets,  for 
defraying  expenses  of  decorating  the  graves  of 
soldiers,  for  preventing  the  spread  of  insect  pests 
within  the  Town,  for  the  payment  of  firemen  for 
the  ensuing  year,  and  for  other  charges  arising 
within  the  Town.

Selectmen's  Report 

The  year  1968  has  been  a  year  of  problems  and 
changes.  First,  we  want  to  thank  the  people  of  Exeter 
for  their  wonderful  patience  and  cooperation.  We  only 
hope  they  will  be  able  to  bear  with  us  a  little  longer  until 
we  complete  the  sewer  program,  which  has  been  our  big- 
gest headache. 

Seven  new  ordinances  were  formulated  throughout 
the  year,  such  as  : 

1.  Establishing  a  department  of  Public  Works 

2.  Remuneration  to  Town  Moderator 

3.  Traffic  Control  and  Parking  Meters 

4.  Establishment  of  the   Exeter   Development 
Commission 

5.  The  Licensing  and  Operation  of  Bicycles  in 
the  Town  of  Exeter 

6.  Distribution  of  Surplus  Commodity  Foods 

7.  The  Operation  of  the  Town  Dump 

The  new  Personnel  Plan  went  into  effect  and  the  cost 
was  far  less  than  was  anticipated.  The  Exeter  water 
survey  was  completed  with  many  improvements  recom- 
mended. 

The  Soil  Conservation  Service  has  already  gathered 
preliminary  data  pertaining  to  the  construction  of  a  nevv' 
dam  on  the  Exeter  River  for  a  water  supply  reservoir. 

There  have  been  many  changes  in  the  Town  Office. 
The  Town  Clerk  has  been  provided  with  a  separate  office 
space.  This  was  necessary  in  order  to  provide  space  for 
two  bookkeeping  machines  and  to  allow  the  bookkeepers 
to  have  an  area  where  they  are  not  being  continually  in- 
terrupted by  the  general  public.  The  entrance  to  the 
Manager's  office  has  been  changed  so  that  salesmen,  etc. 
go  through  the  secretary  instead  of  walking  directly 
into  the  Manager's  office.  The  upstairs  bathroom  facili- 
ties have  been  painted  and  the  floor  tiled  and  generally 
cleaned  up  for  use  by  the  VNA  and  board  meetings  at 
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night.  The  Planning  Board  Room,  the  Civil  Defense  Of- 
fice, and  the  rooms  used  by  the  Board  of  Adjustment 
and  the  Housing  Authority  have  been  painted.  These 
had  not  been  painted  in  many  years  and  were  in  a  filthy 
condition. 

Many  new  traflfic  plans  were  discussed  but  only  one 
put  into  effect. 

The  Pickpocket  Bridge  was  completed  by  Town 
crews  and  they  did  an  excellent  job  which  will  be  good 
for  many  years  to  come.  These  men  deserve  a  great  deal 
of  praise. 

With  the  sewer  plan  nearing  completion  and  the 
winter  season  still  with  us,  there  are  still  many  prob- 
lems to  be  solved  and  much  work  to  be  done.  We  are 
making  every  effort  to  get  the  taxes  down  which  means 
a  curtailment  of  spending  in  all  departments. 

Please  give  us  your  continued  cooperation  and  under- 
standing and  we  shall  not  fail. 
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Town  Manag^er's  Report 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens 
of  the  Toivn  of  Exeter: 

The  year  1968  has  been  a  year  of  considerable  change 
within  our  Town  family.  We  have  provided  a  new  office 
for  the  Town  Clerk  and  in  turn  have  provided  space  for 
our  bookkeeping  staff  where  they  can  operate  their 
bookkeeping  machines  without  being  interrupted  by  the 
general  public.  We  have  provided  a  separate  entrance 
to  the  Manager's  office  so  that  people  will  not  barge  into 
the  Manager's  office  when  he  has  other  people  in  con- 
ference. 

I  feel  that  our  greatest  accomplishment  has  been  the 
updating  of  our  Personnel  Plan  and  providing  an  ade- 
quate salary  structure  for  all  Town  employees. 

The  second  phase  of  the  Sewer  Program  is  well  un- 
der way  with  two  contracts  almost  finished  and  the  third 
about  to  start. 

The  Town  personnel  in  the  Highway  Department 
did  yeomen  service  this  past  summer  in  reconstructing 
Pickpocket  Bridge  under  the  able  direction  of  the  Public 
Works  Superintendent  along  with  all  their  other  sum- 
mer maintenance  programs. 

I  had  hoped  that  this  year  we  would  be  able  to  have 
an  operating  surplus  in  our  budget;  however,  this  did 
not  prove  the  case,  and  due  to  tax  abatements  awarded 
by  the  State  Tax  Commission  in  the  amount  of  approxi- 
mately $36,800  over  and  above  what  they  allowed  us, 
made  for  an  operating  deficit  for  the  year. 

I  think  one  of  our  major  accomplishments  this  year 
has  been  the  repairs  to  High  Street  and  Water  Street. 
I  think  the  Town  should  be  very  grateful  to  the  firm  of 
Bell  and  Flynn  for  undertaking  this  job  on  a  night  basis 
in  order  to  cause  as  little  inconvenience  to  the  general 
public  as  possible. 

I  have  made  many  recommendations  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  concerning  warrant  articles  for  this  March 
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Town  Meeting.  One  of  these  articles  involves  $300,000 
for  a  two-year  road  repair  program  and  with  the  $300,- 

000  to  be  financed  over  a  ten-year  period.  I  feel  strongly 
that  every  citizen  should  realize  that  if  the  money  is 
borrowed  at  this  time,  the  interest  rates  will  undoubt- 
edly be  lower  than  if  this  work  is  done  by  bits  and  pieces 
over  a  ten-year  period.  I  have  recommended  to  the  Board 
that  the  final  plan  for  implementing  warrant  articles  be 
taken  up  as  a  total  bond  issue  and  the  repayment  of  the 
bond  issue  spread  out  from  two  to  ten  years. 

There  are  many  ways  to  save  money  and  cutting 
costs  to  the  taxpayers.  One  of  the  chief  ways  that  has 
been  used  in  the  Town  of  Exeter  over  the  last  25  years 
to  save  money  is  to  do  nothing  in  the  way  of  major  im- 
provements. The  general  citizenship  is  reminded  that 
the  longer  these  repairs  of  a  permanent  nature  are  put 
off,  the  more  costly  and  the  more  extensive  they  become. 

1  sincerely  hope  that  the  citizenship  will  lend  their 
wholehearted  support  in  the  coming  year  to  the  Depart- 
ment Heads,  whom  I  feel  have  done  an  outstanding  job 
for  me,  and  to  a  new  Manager  when  one  assumes  the 
position. 

Last  but  by  no  means  the  least,  I  wish  to  very  sin- 
cerely recommend  to  the  general  electorate  the  immedi- 
ate hiring  of  a  comptroller  to  manage  the  financial  af- 
fairs of  the  Town.  Today  this  Town  handles  some  five 
million  dollars  through  its  oflfices  in  the  course  of  a  year. 
This  sum  of  money  requires  a  i>erson  who  is  well  versed 
in  all  aspects  of  accounting  and  investments,  in  order  for 
the  Town  to  realize  the  most  for  its  dollar.  In  this  same 
vein,  I  feel  the  Town  should  consider  handling  its  yearly 
audit  just  the  same  as  any  large  business  and  that  is  to 
have  yearly  audits  performed  by  a  firm  of  Certified  Pub- 
lic Accountants  and  that  the  firm  of  CPA's  be  changed 
at  least  every  five  years.  These  are  normal  good  business 
practices  that  are  followed  by  any  number  of  large  firms. 
This  is  not  meant  to  cast  reflections  on  any  persons  in 
or  out  of  Town  government  but  rather  to  tell  the  elec- 
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torate  that  its  time  to  forego  the  horse  and  bug-gy  days 
(no  matter  how  good  we  think  they  were)  and  bring  the 
Town  systems  into  hne  with  present  day  trends.  Your 
warrant  article  for  city  government  would  accomplish 
almost  all  of  these  suggestions  as  a  matter  of  course 
along  with  many  other  ideas  to  up-date  the  community, 
especially  the  day-to-day  government. 

By  the  time  the  general  public  reads  this  report,  it 
will  be  common  knoweldge  that  I  have  resigned  from  the 
position  of  Manager.  I  have  done  this  with  reluctance, 
but  I  have  done  this  for  personal  reasons  which  involve 
just  myself. 

Thank  you  very  much  for  the  privilege  of  serving 
the  Town  and  I  will  look  back  on  my  term  of  manage- 
ment here  as  a  very  interesting  part  of  my  career.

Submitted  herewith  is  the  Audit  Report  of  the  Town 
of  Exeter,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1968. 

Scope  of  Audit 

All  departments  of  the  Town  Government  were 
audited,  including:  The  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer, 
Tax  Collector,  Town  Clerk,  District  Court,  Swasey  Park- 
way, Trustees  of  Trust  Funds,  Recreation  Center,  and 
Water  and  Sewer  Departments. 

Financial  Statements 

Exhibit  A-1  is  a  Comparative  Balance  Sheet,  fiscal 
years  ended  December  31,  1967,  and  December  31,  1968. 
The  net  debt  at  the  close  of  1968,  was  $1,262,319.02  at 
December  31,  1967,  it  was  $1,205,438.54,  an  increase  of 
$56,880.40. 

Exhibit  A-2  shows  the  analysis  of  change  in  financial 
condition  and  the  items  affecting  the  change. 

Exhibit  A-3  shows  appropriations,  expenditures,  and 
balances  unexpended  and  overdrafts.  The  1968  budget 
showed  a  net  overdraft  of  $69,731.01.  Several  things 
were  contributing  factors  in  the  large  overdraft  of  ap- 
propriations, the  overlay  account,  discounts,  refunds, 
and  abatements  was  overdrawn  $35,915.47  because  the 
State  Tax  Commission  demanded  abatements  and  re- 
funds and  allowed  $27,381.31  to  do  it  with.  Other  large 
overdrafts  were  caused  by  weather  conditions  and  rising 
cost  of  materials  and  labor. 

Exhibit  A-4  shows  estimated  and  actual  revenues  re- 
ceived. The  excess  of  revenues  over  estimates  was 
$36,647.67,  this  against  the  net  overdraft  of  appropria- 
tions shows  a  net  budget  deficit  of  $33,065.34,  add  the 
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1967   budget   deficit   of   $34,094.61,    gives   a   two-year 
deficit  of  $67,159.95. 

Departments 

Exhibits  B-1  shows  activities  in  all  Town  depart- 
ments, showing  receipts,  expenditures  and  proof  of  bal- 
ances. All  monies  were  accounted  for  by  reconciling 
with  depository  banks. 

Verification  notices  were  sent  out  on  all  delinquent 
taxes  for  the  current  year,  1968. 

General  Comments 

New  control  systems  were  installed  in  the  bookkeep- 
ing system  for  the  year  1968.  It  was  impossible  to  get 
balances  remaining  or  balances  overdrawn  during  the 
year.  The  Selectmen  and  the  Town  Manager  should, 
at  the  ctose  of  each  month,  receive  a  summary  of  .ail 
accounts  whether  overdrafts  or  unexpended  balances 
existed.  Budget  control  is  very  essential  to  stay  within 
amounts  raised  by  town  vote. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  Town  officials  who  assisted 
me  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

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Exeter  Visiting  Nurse  Association 


The  Exeter  Visiting  Nurse  service  is  now  part  of  the 
Exeter  Area  Visiting  Nurse  Association  which  provides 
bedside  nursing  care,  physical  therapy  and  general 
health  guidance  to  the  following  eight  towns  in  the  Exe- 
ter area:  Brentwood,  East  Kingston,  Epping,  Exeter, 
Kingston,  Kensington,  Raymond  and  Stratham. 

The  nursing  staff  now  consists  of  two  full-time 
nurses;  Mrs.  Audrey  Castle,  Senior  Nurse,  and  Mrs. 
Pauline  Conklin,  and  two  part-time  nurses,  Mrs,  Thelma 
Barker  and  Mrs.  Dorothy  Zimmerman.  Mrs.  Barbara 
Haley  is  the  Area  Physical  Therapist,  providing  the 
second  service  required  by  Medicare  regulations,  and 
Mrs.  Laura  Cronshaw  is  the  secretary-bookkeeper  of 
the  Association.  Our  public  health  nurse  supervisor  is 
Mrs.  Mary  Caminati.  The  office  of  the  Exeter  Area 
Visiting  Nurse  Association  is  in  the  Town  Offices  at  10 
Front  Street  and  the  telephone  number  is  772-2981  — 
calls  are  received  Monday  through  Friday  from  8  a.m. 
to  12  noon  and  a  nurse  is  available  to  answer  questions 
each  afternoon  from  2  :30  to  3  :30. 

The  Exeter  Area  Visiting  Nurse  Association  is  a 
certified  Medicare-Medicaid  agency  and  the  nur^ss  //ork 
under  orders  from  each  patient's  own  physician.  Mrs. 
Barbara  Haley  provides  physical  therapy  under  doctor's 
orders  also.  Patients  on  Medicare  and  Medicaid  are  paid 
for  by  Federal  funds  and  no  patient  is  turned  away  from 
inability  to  pay.  During  the  year  1,332  visits  were  made 
to  Exeter  patients  in  their  homes  providing  bed-baths, 
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injections,  treatments  and  general  health  supervision. 
The  increased  efficiency  of  an  area  service  enables  the 
nurses  to  give  full  attention  to  their  nursing  duties 
while  the  Association  requests  only  two-thirds  of  last 
year's  appropriation,

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Public  Library  Report 


The  most  outstanding  event  of  the  year  was  the 
trustees'  decision  to  have  our  library  become  a  "Service 
Center"  in  the  New  Hampshire  Library  Development 
Program.  Mr.  Allen,  State  Librarian,  was  notified  after 
the  May  Trustee  Meeting  of  the  N.H.S.L.D.  program  it 
would  become  a  Service  Center.  There  are  now  twenty 
libraries  throughout  the  state  who  have  been  named  as 
"Service  Centers."  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  are 
handicapped  in  not  having  a  larger  building  we  will  try 
to  the  best  of  our  ability  to  eventually  provide  our  facili- 
ties, resources  and  services  to  other  libraries  and  non- 
residents in  the  vicinity. 

We  should  be  proud  that  our  library  was  recommend- 
ed by  the  Southeastern  Advisory  which  serves  as  liaison 
between  local  affiliated  libraries,  other  State  Library 
districts  and  the  State  Library  Commission.  Let  us  con- 
tinue to  keep  in  mind  the  necessity  to  strive  for  a 
modern  building  where  we  can  have  more  space  and 
better  facilities  to  work  with. 

The  year  1968  has  been  one  for  changes  in  the  staff 
and  also  the  trustees.  During  the  summer  months  Eliza- 
beth Foley  helped  us  in  various  ways  and  we  hope  she 
will  do  so  this  year.  Mrs.  Wilbur  Burbank  resigned  in 
February  but  remained  until  May  when  Mrs.  Else 
Minarik,  well-known  children's  authoress,  joined  the 
staff  as  a  part-time  assistant  staying  with  us  until  the 
fall.  She  was  followed  by  three  part-time  assistants, 
Mrs.  Jane  DeCourcey,  Mrs.  Mary  Peterson  and  Pamela 
Pierce,  a  High  School  girl.  Mrs.  Helen  Clark  replaced 
Mrs.  Anne  Molloy,  trustee,  who  moved  to  Portsmouth. 

Mr.  Willard  Rowe,  elected  in  1914  to  the  Library 
Committee,  became  treasurer  in  1922  and  has  held  that 
office  to  date.  In  appreciation  for  his  many  years  of  serv- 
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ice  the  trustees  and  staff  presented  him  with  an  electric 
clock  which  has  been  placed  in  the  Children's  Room. 

David  Merrill,  a  member  of  the  board,  resigned  in 
November.  His  brother,  Sidney,  was  appointed  to  fill  out 
the  unexpired  term. 

Additional  book  shelves  have  been  added  on  both 
sides  of  the  main  door.  Now  we  will  have  more  room  for 
our  new  nonfiction  books  as  well  as  fifty  large  books, 
printed  in  large  type  for  the  people  who  have  poor  eye- 
sight. These  were  a  gift  under  Title  4B  Library  Services 
and  Construction  Act. 

Fifty  records  from  the  Columbia  Company  and  also 
from  the  Victor  Company  were  presented  to  the  library. 
These  circulate  for  two  weeks  and  can  be  renewed  the 
same  as  a  book. 

The  outdoor  display  case  has  been  repaired  and  re- 
painted. The  floors  of  all  the  rooms  have  been  refinished 
and  waxed. 

Thanks  go  to  the  Junior  Women's  Club  for  planting 
bulbs  on  the  library  grounds. 

Friends  of  the  Library  who  continue  to  go  to  the 
Eventide  Home  with  books  and  do  the  decorating  at 
Christmas  time  deserve  many  thanks  for  their  service. 

My  sincere  thanks  to  the  Trustees  and  staff  for  their 
loyal  and  continued  cooperation.

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Exeter  Recreation  Commission 


The  Exeter  Recreation  Commission  program  offers 
to  the  children  and  the  young  people  of  Exeter  worth- 
while activities  throughout  the  year  at  various  available 
areas  in  the  town. 

The  summer  program  is  carried  out  in  three  areas : 

1.  At  the  Community  Center,  activities  for  children 
in  Grades  1  through  4; 

2.  At  the  Park  Street  Common,  activities  for  chil- 
dren of  pre-school  age  through  Grade  4  (morn- 
ings only)  ; 

3.  At  the  Lincoln  Street  Playground,  activities  for 
children  in  Grades  4  through  8.  Highlights  for 
this  group  were  the  weekly  swimming  trips  to 
Kingston  Park,  a  trip  to  York  Animal  Farm  and 
a  trip  to  the  Boston  Museum  of  Science. 

A  winter  program  for  children  in  Grades  1  through 
6  was  carried  out  at  the  Community  Center  on  Satur- 
day mornings. 

The  Junior  High  age  group  met  on  Wednesday  and 
Friday  evenings  at  the  Community  Center.  Our  thanks 
are  extended  to  the  Ecumenical  Council  which  helped 
to  organize  and  provide  parents  to  meet  with  this  group 
and  to  the  participating  Academy  boys  who  helped  to 
run  the  Junior  High  evening  program. 

Basketball  for  boys  was  provided  last  winter  at  the 
Talbot  Gym  and  is  being  provided  this  winter  at  the 
Junior  High  School  Gym.  The  program  operates  in  two 
sections,  with  an  average  attendance  of  50-60  boys  in 
the  8  through  13  age  range,  from  8  a.m.  to  11  a.m. 

Basketball  for  men  is  offered  at  the  old  Junior  High 
Gym  on  Monday  evenings  for  those  interested  in  this 
sport,  from  7  p.m.  to  9  p.m. 

At  the  Phillips  Exeter  Academy  Skating  Rinks,  boys 
of  ages  5  through  14,  are  divided  into  three  age  groups 
for  ice  hockey.  They  are  taught  hockey  fundamentals 
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and  participate  in  hockey  games.  Last  winter  60  boys 
were  out  for  hockey  and  this  year,  with  the  new  Acad- 
emy rinks  available,  they  number  125.  Practice  sessions 
are  from  6:30-9  p.m.  on  Wednesdays  and  7:30-10:30 
a.m.  on  Saturdays. 

The  Exeter  Recreation  Commission  wants  to  ex- 
press its  appreciation  to  the  Exeter  School  Board  for 
the  use  of  the  school  gymnasiums  for  basketball  and  to 
the  Phillips  Exeter  Academy  for  the  use  of  the  ice 
hockey  rinks ;  also  to  the  Exeter  Woman's  Club,  Exeter 
Junior  Women's  Club,  Exeter  Minstrels,  Exeter  Players 
and  to  all  other  organizations  and  individuals  who  have 
helped  the  program  with  their  enthusiasm,  time  and 
money. 

The  Commission  thanks  Kenny  Jewell,  Ed  Kimball, 
Paul  Toland  and  Robert  Roy  who  work  with  the  boys' 
basketball  program  and  the  following  men  who  volun- 
teer services  to  the  ice  hockey  program :  George  Crowe, 
program  supervisor;  Arthur  Tufts,  program  coordina- 
tor; and  coaches  Russ  Andrew,  William  Beckett,  Peter 
Clark,  William  Clark,  Jim  Groetz,  Robert  Hall,  James 
Houston,  Sumner  Holbrook,  Gary  Hunt,  Pat  Jones,  Jim 
Kelley,  Albert  Kurtz,  Bruce  Lewis,  Carl  Towle,  William 
Waleryszak  and  George  (Fuzzy)  Thurston  (in  charge 
of  officials) . 

To  the  voters  of  Exeter  who  had  the  foresight  to 
vote  for  a  full-time  recreation  director,  we  give  our  sin- 
cere thanks.

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Report  of  Conservation  Commission 


During-  the  past  year  the  Commission  lost  the  serv- 
ices of  two  valued  members  —  Robert  Fellows,  who 
moved  to  Connecticut,  and  David  Merrill,  who  was  com- 
pelled to  resign  for  health  reasons.  They  have  been  re- 
placed by  Alan  Wiggin  and  Mrs.  Richard  de  LaChapelle. 
At  a  recent  meeting  Robert  Swasey  succeeded  Richard 
Niebling-  as  chairman  of  the  Commission. 

The  Commission  has  gone  forward  with  its  Tree 
Nursery  project.  The  plot  of  almost  an  acre  on  town 
property  near  the  sewer  lagoons  has  been  twice  plowed 
and  harrowed  and  been  seeded  with  spring  and  fall 
cover  crops.  With  another  plowing  and  harrowing  this 
spring  the  bed  should  be  ready  for  seedlings.  The  Com- 
mission has  consulted  with  Radford  Pike,  Extension 
Horticulturist  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire, 
about  varieties  of  trees  suitable  to  this  area.  The  Com- 
mission hopes  that  ultimately  this  nursery  will  supply 
all  the  trees  needed  for  street-planting  in  Exeter. 

The  $300  article  in  last  year's  warrant  for  historical 
markers  in  Exeter  has  resulted  in  five  signs  being  pur- 
chased and  erected  —  on  the  Swasey  Parkway,  on  the 
Hampton  Road,  on  Portsmouth  Avenue,  on  the  island  by 
String  Bridge,  and  at  the  junction  of  Winter  and  Front 
Streets.  The  Commission  hopes  that  during  the  coming 
year  the  Powder  House  may  come  into  Commission 
hands  and  that  this  historic  building  can  be  repaired 
and  protected. 

The  Commission  has,  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
Selectmen,  taken  formal  possession  of  the  13-acre  prop- 
erty on  the  west  side  of  the  railroad  overpass  on  the 
Newmarket  Road.  This  property  was  generously  deeded 
to  the  Commission  by  the  Exeter  Industrial  Develop- 
ment Corporation,  now  in  liquidation.  In  anticipation 
that  other  properties  may,  in  the  future,  be  offered  to 
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the  Commission  by  gift  or  sale,  the  Commission  has 
asked,  as  part  of  its  budget  requests  for  the  coming 
year,  that  a  modest  land  fund  be  started,  to  be  added  to 
yearly. 

The  Commission  heartily  concurs  in  the  decision  of 
the  Planning  Board  to  create  a  Land  Conservation  zone 
running  back  from  all  water-courses  in  the  town.  This 
zone  should  prevent  unsightly  building  on  our  river- 
banks  and  forestall  further  pollution. 

The  Commission  is  one  of  a  number  of  Exeter  or- 
ganizations, both  official  and  unofficial,  interested  in  the 
preservation  of  natural  and  historical  values.  It  wel- 
comes suggestions  as  to  how  it  should  best  proceed  in 
order  to  help  keep  Exeter  a  pleasant  place  to  live.  By 
statute,  it  is  empowered  to  hold  land  with  the  permis- 
sion of  the  Selectmen.  Thus  it  would  welcome  gifts  of 
land  that  can  be  kept  open  for  scenic  or  recreational 
purposes.

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


Two  and  one-half  years  ago,  the  Board  was  charged 
by  the  Town  Meeting  to  draft  and  submit  to  the  voters 
a  simplified  Zoning  Ordinance.  We  agreed  with  many 
voters  that  in  Zoning  there  are  some  controversial  items. 
Some  of  these  items  are  necessary  to  make  the  ordinance 
work  smoothly,  but  in  keeping  with  our  agreement,  were 
left  out  so  that  we  could,  at  a  later  date,  give  to  each 
item  the  attention  it  deserves. 

The  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  is  now  providing 
an  excellent  forum  or  sounding  board  for  our  ordinance, 
and  from  their  hearings  have  come  several  recommenda- 
tions for  items  that  warrant  inclusion  into  our  ordinance. 

Our  planning  consultants,  Candeub,  Fleissig  and  As- 
sociates, have  also  given  us  considerable  insight  into  the 
planning  process  and  have  provided  us  with  their  rec- 
ommendations for  the  guidance  of  future  growth  and 
change  also. 

The  Board  has  combined  all  this  information,  and  in 
order  to  fulfill  our  duties,  will  now  begin  to  try  to  make 
our  ordinance,  in  certain  specific  areas,  more  flexible 
so  that  orderly,  desirable  growth  can  occur. 

It  would  appear  that  our  town,  schools  and  govern- 
ment are  growing  at  a  steady  rapid  rate.  Costs  keep 
going  up  all  the  time,  K  we  are  ever  to  gain  control  of 
our  expenses,  it  will  be  through  the  medium  of  planning, 
both  short  and  long-range  by  adherence  to  a  compre- 
hensive town  plan.  We  must  determine  what  our  needs 
are  now  and  what  they  will  be  in  the  future  and  space 
our  big  money  items  out  over  a  period  of  years. 
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Thus  your  Planning  Board  is  working  and  will  con- 
tinue to  work  in  the  areas  of  land  use,  land  use  controls, 
and  in  the  implementation  of  a  long-range  realistic  plan 
for  our  town.  Exeter  is  now  a  very  nice  town,  and  with 
your  continued  help  and  support  of  our  plans  and  pro- 
grams, we  can  not  only  keep  it  that  way,  but  can  in- 
deed make  it  an  even  better  place  in  which  to  live.

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Report  of  the  Industrial  Agent 


This  year  the  first  necessity  was  to  establish  contact 
with  Mr.  Paul  Guilderson,  Industrial  Director,  State  Of- 
fice of  Industrial  Development,  to  arrange  for  all  out-of- 
state  inquiries  about  the  Exeter  Area  to  be  properly  an- 
swered. Mr.  Guilderson  arranged  for  me  to  attend  meet- 
ings of  the  Industrial  Agents  of  New  Hampshire  to  keep 
track  of  developments  in  other  communities. 

The  Exeter  Development  Commission  was  organized 
May  22nd,  with  Mr.  Everett  Holland  as  Chairman,  to 
form  an  official  group  to  arrange  for  any  new  industry 
in  the  area. 

Since  Service  Industries  will  form  a  large  part  of  the 
future  growth  in  the  Exeter  Area,  the  Commission 
sought  the  help  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  Industrial 
and  Economic  Development  Committee  and  Paul  Keefe, 
the  chairman.  The  Chamber  Committee  was  so  success- 
ful that  they  were  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  work  with  the  Exeter  Development  Commission  as 
non-voting  members  to  prepare  for  future  industrial 
and  commercial  development. 

With  the  only  area  available  for  industry  the  100 
acre  or  so  section  next  to  and  including  Eno's  Brickyard 
on  the  Kingston  Road,  it  has  been  difficult  to  stimulate 
any  interest  when  we  received  inquiries.  Though  the 
site  does  have  a  railroad  siding,  the  road  system  is  poor. 
Proposed  changes  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board 
and  supported  by  the  Chamber  Committee  and  the  Town 
Commission  should  put  us  in  a  more  competitive  posi- 
tion for  selected  industries.  The  broad  representation 
on  the  Commission  should  help  to  make  the  selection 
of  industries  in  the  best  interests  of  the  long  range  de- 
velopment of  Exeter.

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Report  of  the  Housing  Authority 


Following  is  a  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Hous- 
ing Authority  of  the  Town  of  Exeter,  N.H.,  from  March 
12  to  December  31,  1968. 

The  Housing  Authority  of  the  Town  of  Exeter  was 
established  by  a  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting  in  March, 
1968.  The  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  Selectmen 
were:

Mr.  Edward  B.  Miles  Mrs.  Katharine  Day 

Mr.  Robert  Ourran 

In  October,  Mr.  Miles  resigned  as  Commissioner,  and 
Mr.  Henry  Shepard  was  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  to 
succeed  him. 

The  Authority  has  meet  regularly  during  the  year. 
They  had  as  guest  at  one  of  their  meetings  the  Execu- 
tive Director  of  the  Somersworth  Housing  Authority, 
Mr.  Flanagan,  whose  advice  and  comments  were  very 
helpful.  The  Commissioners  have  also  visited  housing 
developments  in  Rochester  and  Somersworth,  and  have 
discussed  with  the  Directors  of  the  projects  there  the 
comparative  advantages  of  the  several  plans  open  to 
them. 

In  August,  Mr.  William  Beckett  of  the  firm  of  Per- 
kins, Holland  and  Donovan  was  appointed  legal  counsel 
to  the  Authority.  Mr.  Beckett  has  been  corresponding 
with  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment in  New  York,  to  determine  the  legal  steps  neces- 
sary before  the  Authority  can  apply  to  HUD  for  federal 
assistance.  No  action  is  possible  for  the  Authority 
until  the  Town  Meeting  in  March,  1969,  gives  us  the 
authority  to  apply  for  such  assistance.
